ITS a double act that 
could become a national 
treasure ... like The Two 
Ronnies or Morecambe 
and Wise. 


England fans are suddenly 
laughing all the way to the 
World Cup and, with Michael 
Owen and Wayne Rooney 
together, anything can happen 
in Germany. 

The last-minute drama here 
on Saturday night was more 
than a victory over Argentina. 
It was a morale-boosting shot 
in the arm for England in the 
countdown to the World Cup. 

They discovered that with 
Rooney and Owen they can beat 
anyone. More significantly, 
they fear no-one. 

With just three friendlies 
to go before England’s first 
match, Sven Goran Eriksson 
and the boys are in good 
shape. This was the scalp 
they wanted. 

Now Sven and every sup- 
porter must hope and pray 
that Owen and Rooney stay fit 
and arrive in Germany 
unscathed. They hold the key. 

They can unlock any door. 
England will concede goals 
but they also know with these 
two they can outscore anyone. 

Eriksson purred with satis- 
faction as he said: “Owen is 25 
and has been around for years. 
Has there ever been anyone 
like Rooney at 20? 

“They are two world-class 
talents playing for England. 

“When you have them 
together there is always a 
chance to win the game, 
whatever the circumstances.” 

Huge 

For Rooney this was a 
massive match. He discovered 
that some of the best defend- 
ers around are scared of him. 

And, as they attempted to 
rattle his concentration with 
acts of spoiling and dirty 
tricks, he kept his head. 

Manchester United’s 20-year- 
old is already one of the finest 
talents around and the World 
Cup will be a huge occasion 
for him. 

If England are to win, then 
Rooney will emerge as the 
player of the tournament. He 
and Owen spell danger. 

Eriksson added: “With 
Rooney anything can happen. 
He is like a volcano with his 
talent waiting to erupt. 

“When he drops deep with- 
out anyone marking him it is 
incredible. There is nothing 
he can’t do. He shoots, plays 
people in, causes problems. 
He’s incredible. 

“Owen was quiet for long 
periods and then pow, goal. 

“This is the best squad of 
players I have had under my 
control and I just hope I can 
take everyone I want to the 
World Cup. 

“Tt meant a lot to the team to 
win the game and it will mean 
a big difference going into the 
tournament. Every day since 
Wednesday I told them, “This 
is no ordinary friendly’.” 

England have had Gary 
Lineker and Peter Beardsley, 
then Teddy Sheringham and 
Alan Shearer but this is 
different, something special. 

Owen, the master striker 
with 35 goals to his name, and 
Rooney, a one-off, a player who 
only comes around once in a 
lifetime. 

Rooney said: “It was a big 


experience for me and a big 
result for the team. Argentina 
are a great passing team and 
had a lot of possession. 

“We had to get the ball, make 
our shape right and once we 
did that they couldn’t live with 
us. We wanted to run at them, 
raise the tempo and get them 
to commit. 

Magic 

“I learned so much in this 
game about myself and 
defenders. The win gives us 
confidence and, if we keep 
playing like this, we are going 
to have a great World Cup.” 

Rooney’s magic moment was 
not his goal but in the second 
half when he aggressively 
won a challenge and then 
instinctively tried to chip the 
goalkeeper from outside the 
area. God-given talent. Only a 
superb save stopped one of the 
great international moments. 


And what happens if one of 
them is injured? Peter Crouch 
will go on. 

Eriksson rates him as an 
alternative supersub and 
Argentina were clearly 
bemused by his towering 
lamp-post presence. 

Rooney said: “I doubt if we 
would have won had Crouch 
not come on. They were more 
concerned about him and 
forgot about Michael. 

“Crouchy was brilliant when 
he came on and it gave us a dif- 
ferent attacking option. 

“He has taken stick in recent 
weeks but kept his head down, 
worked hard and was the main 
influence in winning the game. 

“When Michael scored the 
winning goal the defender was 
more worried about Crouch. 
The smallest player on the 
pitch gets two headers.” 

The fourth striker in the 
squad is Jermain Defoe but, 


again, Rooney and Owen must 
play if England are to have a 
chance. 

The rest of the side is taking 
shape. Gary Neville and 
Ashley Cole will be the full- 
backs and Eriksson has made 
it clear Ledley King will only 
play the holding midfield role 
against top attacking sides 
like Argentina. 


Against the rest he must per- 
suade either Frank Lampard 
or Steve Gerrard to do it. 
“They are both reluctant 
because they enjoy their 
freedom,” added Sven. 

“It is no problem and 
Gerrard can play anywhere, as 
he proved against Argentina.” 

Eriksson clearly wants Rio 
Ferdinand as one of his main 
centre-halves and hinted he 
left him out against Austria to 
teach him a lesson. “Maybe,”

carefully. 
“I selected him this time on 
form after watching him 
against Chelsea. 

“Sol Campbell is not yet 
100 per cent. He is a big man 
and needs more time to 
reach his peak.

So, here we are, three friend- 
lies from the World Cup, with 
real optimism. 

Eriksson has survived the 
early-season chaos and 
England are improving, from 
Austria, Poland and now this 
victory over Argentina. 

It was achieved because of the 
desire and spirit of the team — 
and two forwards who are a 
partnership made in heaven. 

England discovered on 
Saturday night they can beat 
anyone. Now can they do it 
when it really matters? Hopes 
this morning are much higher.
